Stuttgart, and one at Marianna con- 
duct experiments with rice and cot- 
ton, respectively. 


The local station has been operating 


fqur years. Nearly J50.000 has been 
invested by the state in' plant and 
equipment. Tests are made to find 
which varieties of seed are most prof- 
itable in Arkansas soils, the amount 
of- fertilizer that can be used most 
profitably, and the best time of njant- 
ing. The tests, conducted year after 
year, give average results of all ex- 
periments. This information is given 
to. the College of Agriculture, county 
agpnls, schools teaching agriculture, 
personal callers at the station, through 
bulletins, and to those who attend the 


I annual visiting day at the station. 
Last year more than 2,000 people at- 
tended this event—the largest crowd 
of the four years. 


Mr. Ware explained that the station 


is, for experiments, and not for dem- 
onstration. The demonstration is done 
by those who make use of the ex- 
periments, he said. This is why the 
Station is never intended to be self- 
supporting.

verses of stars, millions of light years 
distance from the Milky Way. The 
Ccpheids fix the distances of these

million light-years. 


Instead of street lamps, the keys to 


these astronomical measurements arc 
the "lighthouses of the sky," which 
arc bright, hot stars called Cephcid 
variables. 
Their variability consists 


in regular dimming and brightcnng 
cf their light. 


A few years ago a Harvard woman 


astronomer. Miss Leavitt, discovered

These arc variable giant stars, helium 
blue stars and novae. The novae are 
stars which flare suddenly for

All these stars are familiar objects 


in our own Milky Way; something
